Unless Employers Concede Raise in 
W ages Action W ill Be Taken 
St. Paul, April 29.—Unless the con­ 
tractors concede the Increase from 45 
to 50 cents an hour asked by union 
carpenters of 
Minneapolis 
and 
St. 
Paul, Monday will witness a tieup of 
building operations. 
The only word 
that might be taken to indicate the at­ 
titude of those contractors, who are 
members of the Master Builders’ asso­ 
ciation, is the fact that union carpen­ 
ters in their employ 
have received 
with their checks in the last three 
weeks a notice to the effect that “the 
wages for carpenters for the year be­ 
ginning May 1, 1911, will be 45 cents 
an hour.” 
There are 3,600 men enrolled in the 
Twin City unions.

minister, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, who de- ; 
clared that he could not go to England \ 
to r< pres«*nt Canada at the imperial 
conference or to the coronation of 
King George in .Tune, but would re­ 
main here to press the agreement if 
the opposition persist« d in obstruct­ 
ing its ratification. 
The m atter was brought before par-1 
liament by Opposition Leader Borden, 
who asked Sir Wilfrid what his inten­ 
tions were in regard to the approach­ 
ing events in London.
